13 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
14 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

7 PUBLIC OR PRIVATE SECONDARY SCHOOL IN THIS STATE OR RECEIVING THE

8 EQUIVALENT OF A HIGH SCHOOL DIPLOMA IN THISSTATE.
